First off, as I told you a week or so ago, the R'TD has 
been at it again. More new service planned or started. I’ve 
been busier than a moth in a clothing store trying to 
figure out all the new lines and improvements. 

Service on the 90 in the Sherman Oaks, North Holly¬ 
wood, Studio City area has been improved. Frequency has 
been doubled between Victory & Laurel Canyon Boule¬ 
vard, and Victory and Van Nuys Boulevard. 

’The 116 LINE between Compton and La Mirada has 
been improved. Thirty minute service on the eastern half 
from Pioneer Boulevard to La Mirada started October 20. 

A completely new LINE 132 connecting the cities of 
Hawaiian Gardens, Norwalk, Downey and Lakewood began 
operation October 20 providing access to three major shop¬ 
ping centers, four cities, and the new Norwalk City Hall. 

Over in the Inglewood-South Bay Area the 101 LINE 
has been improved to 30 minute service between El Segun- 
do Boulevard and Crenshaw Boulevard and Hawthorne and 
Artesia. This provides more service to South Bay Shop¬ 
ping Center plus better service to El Camino College. 

The Rapid Transit Design Car can be seen starting 
October 30 through November 5 at the Crenshaw Shop¬ 
ping Center. The Car will be located in the parking lot 
adjacent to Santa Barbara behind the May Co. ’Try to 
see this exciting display.
